Last week Florida took the life of one 


McCall, the kidnapper 
of a five year 


old boy who was smothered to death. 


A great, weight of evidence against Mc- 


Call was supplemented by his own con- 
fession. He revealed the hidden and part- 
ly decomposed body of the child that a 
posse of a thousand men scouring the 
country- side had failed to find. 


After sentence of death McCall changed 


his mind about his guilt He was being 
railroaded. 
The confession was tricked 


out of him. With the aid of two alert and 
agile lawyers he started a legal battle of 
Gettysburg. On various dilatory motions 
and proceedings he got before the Su- 
preme Court of Florida six times in as 
many months. He went into two federal 
courts, dogged the governor around the 
state and back staired the board of par- 
dons. 


During all these tours he aroused some 


shrill, baying 
publicity 
seekers who, 


knowing nothing about the case them- 
selves, cried out to the moon, and all who 
would listen, that the officers of the law, 
the trial judge and the Supreme Court, 
the governor and the pardon board were 
all virtually engaged in some sort of 
spider conspiracy to take the life of an 
innocent youth. 


The manner in which 
the 
Florida 


press handled this case is to be commend- 
ed highly. 
Of course they carried • no 


torch in any parade against the accused. 
They made no effort whatsoever to fan 
public opinion against him. To have done 
so wquld have been an 
unpardonable 


atrocity. One of the most significant distin- 
guishing' features between America and 
nations bordering upon the barbaric is 
that no man can be punished 
here 


without evidence. 


But about a month after McCall's con- 


viction and when his various moves be- 
fore the courts became news for publica- 
tion the principal Florida newspapers 
accompanied these articles with some- 
thing more than a sad-eyed picture of 
the prisoner in his cell. They printed a 
picture, too, of a laughing, bubbling, care- 
free boy of five who had been carried in 
the deep sleep which rollicking play had 
brought him and tossed dead into a clump 
of bushes. On one occasion there was 
printed a picture of his funeral with his 
family bowed of head around the little 
•white coffin. 


Such pictures, which 
are 
in them- 


selves but the facts, need be published 
more often when crimes involving slink- 
ing, vicious men are under consideration. 
They will not obtain an unjust judgment. 
They are likely, however, to subdue or 
restrain that spirit of hysteria that at- 
tacks some people merely because the 
law is about to deal out some very just 
punishment to some very wicked person. 


In crime, as in many other matters, 


the public too soon forgets the palpitating 
facts that should never be overlooked. 
Those pictures of premature mounds in 
the cemeteries that are always lonesome 
and wind-swept could result 
only 
in 


shocking people back to normality, get- 
ting them away from the silly idealism 
of showering a monster with their efforts 
at freeing iim and returning him to that 
awful "moment when he committed the 
crime of the ages, wilful and deliberate 
murder.

country. Kor there has been such a flur- 
ry, and while it was at its height the 
American press got unusually excited 
about

menace of "alien systems." 


Why so? 


Well, we Americans appreciate the 


right of other nations to live their lives 
in their own way, and usually we ignore 
their political systems. But we rear up 
when they try to dominate other na- 
tions' Jives, including ours. And especial- 
ly when in doing so they practice such 
cruelties as Hitler has enforced against 
helpless Jews, and also against tens of 
thousands of socallcd Aryan citizens. 


Americans don't stand for concentra- 


tion camps, private executions, denial of 
open court trials, one-party and one-man 
government, confiscation of property, or 
the use of governmental power for do- 
mestic and foreign blackmail. 
That is 


what Hitler 
and 
Stalin and Mussolini 


seem to stand for, although there is pret- 
ty good reason for believing that none of 
them really represents his people, and 
that a free vote would show a majority 
against them. 


Some of the American press, perhaps, 


has been over-zealous lately in denounc- 
ing these things. But there was reason 
for emphasis. 
During the winter an in- 


ternational crisis seemed to be developing, 
with danger of an imminent war, started 
by dictators to hold up Europe at the 
point of a gun and grab what they want- 
ed. 
Fair-minded Americans agree that 


Germany and Italy both have grievances, 
but that is not the way to correct them. 


Such a war might easily have dragged 


America in. So the American press, along 
with the American government, started 
jumping onto the dictators so hard that 
it seems to have scared them, at least 
temporarily, into a mood 
of 
common 


sense.

Saida saic 
her mother had been wearing them more than 
30 years, having new soles attached many 
times but never wearing out the shoe itself. 


Saida displayed with great pride her own 


buckskin shoes. "My husband go out and kill 
big deer," she said. "My husband fix the skin 
himself, and my husband make the shoes. They 
never wear out. and they very nice shoes." 


Time after time during our 15-minute chat 


she referred proudly, almost reverently, to "my 
husband." There could be no doubt of the In- 
dian wife's love and loyally and pride in her 
Man. (Ladies, please note.) 


On the wall were pictures of religious sub- 


jects—pictures and statues of the Christ and the 
Blessed Virgin. The Santa Clara Indians were 


PENSIONS FOR EVERYBODY 


It is astonishing how pension schemes 


of all kinds have been sweeping through 
the country lately. 
Especially old age 


pensions. Most of them seem to originate 
in states which, like California, and Flor- 
ida, have an abnormally large ratio of 
elderly people. There'is a great demand, 
too, for new social security pensions. 


These are natural tendencies, perhaps, 


in a period characterized by so much in- 
security as we have had in America dur- 
ing the last decade. But a great deal of 
the push behind these schemes comes from 
another complicating- factor—a belief that 
in some magical way the payment of huge 
sums from public treasuries to great num- 
bers of people will in itself create wealth 
and leave everybody better off than be- 
fore. 
This is the special appeal of the 


familiar Townsend plan. And if the prin- 
ciple would work with respect to that 
plan, credulous people say — assuming 
that it would work—then why not for any 
kind of pension? 


It is hard to convince millions of citi- 


zens that all this is, for our society in 
'general, like a fellow trying to lift him- 
self by his bootstraps, and that such fi- 
nance would soon bankrupt any state or 
nation. 


It may help somewhat, though, if a 


plan said to be contemplated at Washing- 
ton goes through. The idea is to bring 
the Townsend plan to a vote in order to 
show the advocates that it cannot be 
adopted. 
This, however, is a ticklish 


business, because so many senators and 
representatives declared for the plan in 
the last election. Most of them will feel 
very awkward if they don't vote for it— 
also if they do. 


Christianized long ago by Spanish missionaries, 
yet they never have foresworn their own gods 
or tribal ceremonies.

These stones are 
choice possessions, handed down from genera- 
tion to generation. The stone Saida uses be- 
longed to her great great grandmother.

The tribe, she told me pridefully, is increas- 
ing. 


"E"!ch family has five, six. seven children." 


she said, "but mostly five. We are 450 people 
here. We live together all very happy. That is 
what life means to us—being happy. All Santa 
Clara Indians work together so that all will be 
happy." 


I asked about the health ,ot the colony. 
"Nobody get sick," she said. "Maybe some- 


times we get headache." She pointed to a small 
rubber plant growing in a pot on a table. "When 
we get headache we take a leaf from plant. Me 
make medicine. Headache go way. Very good 
medicine we make."

Committees Stumped

ciations. Probably there is more 
support back of this plan, than any 
one other before Congress, but there 
is still far less than enough support

figures recently compiled by the

Security 
Administration. 


Those figures show that the govern- 
ment now has on hand $750,000,000 
worth of goods, mostly cotton, which 
t has accepted as security for farm 
oans. The Hoover farm board, look- 
ed upon by this administration as 
an hysterical effort, had only $466,- 
300,000 outstanding in such loans at 
ts peak. 


Of its outstanding loans, the de- 


partment has $560,000,000 tied up 
n. 11,200,000 bales of cotton. These 
jovernment holdings represent vir- 
ually a full year's crop. 
A major trouble with the system 


las been that it has pegged the 
irice for world cotton, allowing for- 
ign production to develop to an 
xtent that U. S. exports have drop- 
>ed 45 per cent below old time nor- 
mals. Recently the United States 


as been seeking an international 


marketing agreement for wheat and 
otton. with little success. 
Now 


iere is serious talk of boldly en-" 
ering a dumping war unless an 1n- 
ernational agreement can be reach- 
ed. 


That might knock the price down 


as low as five cents a pound, rep- 
resenting a loss of three to seven 
cents a pound on Government hold- 
ings, as loans range from 8 to 12 
cents.

Besides the assurances, the Ad 


ministration is toying with the idea 
of a reform of the tax laws tlia 
would permit men to take profits 
commensurate with the risks. This is 
the President's best hope and if he 
is bold about it, I bcliovo. the one 
and only chance ho has to bring 
about such a big recovery that, with- 
out a political reorganization, the 
opposition will be quieted. 


By sponsoring promptly the out- 


right repeal of the capital gains tax, 
he may still at this late date be able 
to induce such a tide of speculation 
and investment that lie can float his 
Administration off the rocks on 
which it is now foundering. 


It would be a very bold stroke, 


nnd it is hard to say whether the 
New Deal stalwarts would stand for 
it or would regard it as a betrayal 
of the whole New Deal philosophy. 
But if the President is strong enough 
with his personal adherents to adopt 
it. this is the only measure now in 
sight which has enough energy in it 
to bring quick and great results.

Forget War Scare and Let 


Business Improve, 


He Suggests 


Babson Park Fid. — The war- 


scare of last September pulled 
business up short throughout the 
world. Radio announcers, press 
dispatches, 
bulletin 
boards 
all 


screamed war. Retail trade slop- 
ed down: business men were ter- 
rified; investors dumped securities 
We had a minor panic. 


As a result, the sharp business 


recovery which started in June 
1938 and carried on through July 
and August was almost snuffed out. 
It was well into mid-October bc- 
foie oeople stooped shaking and 
trembling over the straw war built 
up by hysterical radio commen- 
tators and frenzied press dispatch- 
es. The American public was fool- 
ed into thinking that the poker 
game going on in Europe would 
end up in a real war! 


If the press services and radio 


bulletins had played up the very 
ootimistic and encouraging domes- 
tic neus of the moment, as promi- 
nently as they played up this pok- 
er game, business would probably 
have gone on just as usual. In my 
thirty-five 
years' 
experience of 


business observing. I mannot re- 
call a situation which was more 
over-played ar.d over-emphasized, 
than last September's war scare' 


Now, it looks like a repetition of 


the Czech crisis could easily be rc- 
cnacted. Today's news Is filled wi'.h 
war rumors. Every move the dic- 
tators make is analysed and drama- 
tized. The columnists arc all broil- 
ed up over the U. S. armament 
plans and foreign policy. The pub- 
lic is Retting Jittery, Business men 
arc holding up their orders. Unccr- 
tainty is gaining the uppcrhand. 
"I'm going to sec what Hitler docs 
next before I buy anything" is the 
typical comment of the day. 


Yet the foreign situation has not 


changed 
Everyone 
knows 
that 


Hitler intends to push on toward 
the east and that Germany and 
Russia some- day may struggle in 
a real war. Mussolini should be 
paid cither by cash or otherwise 
for his good work in Spain. Eng- 
land and France, however, arc in 
no more danger of a conflict ncnv 


I than they were a year ago 
or 


I three years ago. 


Domestic Business Sound 


Moreover, the domestic business 


situation is sound. There has been 
no change in the basic picture 
since' two months ago. 
At that 


time I outlined the reasons whv 
business should be better in 1939 
than in 1938. I see no reason yet 
to change my forecast even though 
business is running slightly lower 
than in mid-December. However, 
I expect that we will have a sharp 


j improvement this spring. 
i 
Why should we worry about hos- 


tilities in Europe9 As I pointed cut 
last fall, the World war pushed 
American business to undreamed 
of heights. It is true that the first 


I outbreak produced a sharp drop. 
i Within a few months after hos- 
tilities started, however, all re- 
cords 
were 
being 
smashed. If 


Europe again sees a real war the 
combatants will need billions of 
dollars worth of our raw materials, 


food 
stuffs, 
and 
manufactured 


goods. So why bo scared to death 
because o( the possibility of a war 
in Europe which, if wo were to 
follow 
the 
World war 
pattern, 


would prove bullibh on American 
business' 


Play Vp Our Own Troubles 


Naturally, I do not want war. 


There is no quicker way to set 
into one, however, than to talk 
war, eat war. and live war. That 
is why I hate to see our people 
giving such tremendous amount 
of attention to the Euroncan situ- 
ation That is why I ditlikf the 
constant dramatization of Hitler 
and Mussolini. There arc "gomss- 
on" in this country twice as dang- 
erous to our liberty. These could 
be blazoned on the front pages and 
over the airwave* if we must scare 
ourselves to death. 


I am not a "Pollyanna" disciple. 


I am not urging the press and the 
radio to play down European now* 
I am asking only that our domes- 
tic news be dramatized and given 
just as much human interest as 
the "hot" stories 
from 
Europe. 


There is plenty of good news com- 
ing out from industry, from labo- 
ratories, from churches, — yes, 
even from Washington — to pro- 
vide an antidote lor the unpleas- 
ant dispatches from abroad. 


I know Europe and I urge read- 


ers to forget it for this spring at 
least. Tend to your business and 
your job. Now is a chance to make 
some money while the other fel- 
low is trying to find out where
